Local voters back BNP call for

What a ridiculous 
suggestion. It couldn’t pos- 
sibly happen.” 

But on February 17", more 
than a month after the BNP 
warned about what had hap- 
pened in Bradford, The Ob- 
server revealed even more 
worrying facts about Mus- 
lims using their supposedly 
‘holy’ places to prepare for 
war. The headline said it all: 
“AK-47 training held at Lon- 
don mosque.” 

According to this most 
left-wing of the ‘heavy- 
weight’ Sunday newspa- 
pers, its information came 
direct from the British intel- 
ligence services. By infiltrat- 
ing the mosque, they discov- 
ered that groups of volun- 
teers had been taught 
to strip and reassemble 
Kalashnikovs in_ the 
mosque’s basement, and 
that “scores of young men 
had been sent from there to 
training camps in Afghani- 
stan”. 

British Muslims arrested 
in Afghanistan have also re- 
vealed that they were taught 
battlefield first aid by a doc- 
tor at the same Finsbury 
Park mosque. The Observer 
has also revealed that a 
video showing Algerian con- 
scripts having their throats 
cut by hardline militants had 
been circulated there as 
well. So, once again, Free- 
dom beat Fleet Street to the 
punch. All ofasudden we’re 
not “alarmist scare- 
mongerers,” we’re just first 
with the news. With police 
and intelligence sources re- 
vealing the truth about 
mosques in Bradford and 
London, the question now is 
not “are they doing it?” but 
“how many of them are do- 
ing it?”

turned traitors by going to Af- 
ghanistan for lessons in terror and 
to fight against British soldiers. 

Up to fifty ‘British’ Muslims 
who fought for the Taliban and 
Bin Laden are now being held by 
US forces in Afghanistan. Oth- 
ers have been killed there. They 
are Said to include men from Lon- 
don, Luton, Birmingham, Brad- 
ford, Manchester, Rochdale and 
Burnley.

Between them, the three mur- 
dered boys and the brutalised 
young girl got less media cover- 
age than the one Afghan taxi 
driver who was inexcusably 
beaten up and severely injured in 
London a few days after Septem- 
ber 11°. | | 

This constant display of media 
double standards is now causing 
almost as much resentment and 
hatred among ordinary whites as 
the wave of attacks itself. It’s 
time to get the problem of mur- 
derous racist assaults on white 
people into the open. It’s time to 
stop avoiding facts and to start 
looking for solutions. The jour- 
nalists, police chiefs and old party 
politicians who conspire to hush 
it all up will otherwise have the 
blood of more innocent victims 
on their hands in the long, hot 
summer ahead.

The first day of the Somme 
offensive on July Ist 1916 
was the bloodiest in the 
history of the British 
Army. More than 20,000 
British soldiers were killed 
and 60,000 injured. The 
offensive lasted until 18th 
November 1916, and by 
that time the battle had 
claimed a million casual- 
ties. : 

Eighty-six years on the 
French government wants to 
build a third airport at 
Chaulnes 80 miles north of 


the French capital. But the pro- 
‘posed site is in the middle of the 
World War I Somme battlefield 
and the new airport would in- 
volve clearing a large area and 
disturbing the unmarked graves 
of many British and Common- 
wealth soldiers. 

Eighty-six years on Belgian 
road builders want to bulldoze 
their way across fields where the 
British front line was in 1915 and 
1917 to extend the A19 motor- 
way.. The construction of both 
France’s new airport and Bel- 
gium’s extended motorway will 


desecrate the graves of up to 
54,000 unknown British soldiers. 

These young Britons, many of 
them recruited from the mill 
towns of northern England, gave 
their lives to secure the freedom 
of France and Belgium and have 
laid undisturbed since the day 
they were killed. 

It is a disgrace that the Gov- 
ernments of France and Belgium 
can show such little regard for 
the memory of British soldiers 
who died on their behalf. To the 
British people the battlefields of 
the First World War hold a huge 


emotional impact and that is 
why we must ensure that our 
war graves, marked and un- 
marked, remain untouched.

BRING BACK THE

Just days after the last 
Taliban fighter was chased 
out of Kandahar, the city’s 
Pashtun population returned 
to their old familiar habits.

COUNTRIES REFLECT 

MUSLIM BIRTH RATE 

Over the last ten years the 
Muslim birth rate has had a 
profound effect on the population 
growth of countries where their 
population live or have settled. 
Indonesia’s population of 273 
million includes an additional 45 
million since 1991, while 


Pakistan’s 172 million includes 


an increase of 28 million people 
over the last decade. The effect 
on_a population of the Muslim 
birthrate is best illustrated in 
smaller countries where its 
proportional growth can be quite 
staggering. The population of 
Afghanistan has increased by 
63%, Yemen by 55%, Saudi 
Arabia by 52%, Qatar by 50%, 
Chad by 49% and Oman by 
48%. In Britain our population 
is now at 59.6 million, an 
increase of 3.6%, much of 
which has come in the last three 
years though immigration. 


SUNRISE FOLLOW 

BNP LEAD 

Britain’s leading radio station for 
ethnic minorities is to follow the 
BNP lead and identify immigrants 
from the Indian sub continent by 
their countries of origins and 
religions, rather than just 
grouping them as “Asians”. 
Sunrise Radio took the action 
after representations from the 
Sikh and Hindu communities that 
Muslims were bringing the Asian 
community as a whcle into 
disrepute.
